Kenzle and N. L. F. Bachman, took the 
evening train for Sanger, whore next 
moriiiuK tiiey were met by Supervisor 
Sayre, andll.

Ho bowled the party up through old 


Centerville, across Kings river, through

creek for a good dinner, on schedule 


Juet beyond this point the grade of 


tho new road begins its climb of 4000 
feet. Standing hi the valley and gazing 
up the sides of the mountain to the 
point where tho cub crosses tho summit, 
one can scarcely realize tho distance 
necessary to be made nor tho altitude to 
be attained. It appears to be not more 
than 800 or 1000 feet at most. 


The sides of the mountain are one 


creon mass of grease-wood, cliapperal, 
live oak, mannuiita and other petty 
mountain growths, with here and there 
i. bald out-cropping of granite ledges 
and buuMcre.

night shipping lumber. 
The eawlng is done by large bund sawa 


fifty-six feet in length, and the method 
of handling timber is reduced to u sim- 
ple but very effective form, and economy 
is tho order of the day in every particu- 
lar. Asan Instance of this band saws 
are used instead of the more rapid work- 
inir circular saws for tho reason that 
they cut away leas woodland in tho 
course of the day work ft saving of about 
10,000 feet of lumber. As the chief ex- 
pense lies in tho work of logging and 
hauling the timber to the mill, this Hav- 
ing amounts to a pretty penny in the 
course of a season. 
, 
Another matter of saving lies in the 


fact that all the slabs and strips of any 
siao are sent down the Hume to banger 
—u distance of fifty-four miles—where 
they are sawed into luir ber or used for 


At an early hour Tuesday morning 


the party took the train to Converse 
Basin, distant seven miles. It may 
iceni strange to speak of a niilroad up 
jn the remote slopes of the Sierras, 
nearly fifty miles from any lino of rail- 
road, but it is there nevertheless, and 
built with an integrity that would 
shame some of the wildcat ventures 
down on tho plains. 


The rails were transported overland , 


(rom Viealia, about sixty miles to the 
mill, and the twenty-seven ton engine 
was taken apart and brought in by the 
eanie route. The rails are of Btcel and 
of the heaviest kind used, and the track 
is laid narrow gauge. The road bed is a 
solid one with staunch trestles and first- 
class appointments ill every way for the 
entire distance—over five miles. 


At the eastern end of the lino where 


the road could be extended no farther, 
is u remarkable device for hoisting logs 
up a like ironed track from the slopes of 
the Converse basin to the summit and 
then down the west slope to the end of 
the railroad, of which it is u part. Tho 
length of this line on the east side from

The work of felling those trees with 


the best appliances that can be devised 
takes a crew of men from ten to twenty 
hours to fell one of them, and they 
Bcale from 50,000 to 100,000 feet of lum- 
ber to the tree. In fact, single acres of 
land in a number of places scale a full 
million feet of lumber, or to bring it 
down to Intelligent conception, would 
board solid a five-foot fence thirty-eight 
miles in length. 
Ways made of parallel logs are con- 


structed on which to slide thorn to tho 
railway after they have been sawed into 
lengths and split open by blasts of gun- 
powder into halves or quarters. They 
are drawn cither by numerous yokes of 
oxen or by wire cables attached to don- 
key engines, tho tramways along which 
they arc drawn to the loading station 
are greased, either with lallow or whale 
blubber slush, and some idea of tho 
magnitude of the work may bo obtained 
from tho fact that it has cost tho firm 
some |8000 this season for grease for 
these tramways. 
Tho loading of the cars Is accomp- 


lished by means of wire cables and don- 
key engines, as ono of these slivers ol 
redwood contains from 4000 to 10.000 
feet of lumbar. Once on the car they 
are chained down for their exciting ride 


that at least twelve tons of raisins will 
bo required. 


The space to be occupied by the ex- 


hibit is 2000 square feet, nearly all of 
which will be covered by the building. 
It will bo so constructed as to leave 
plenty of room inside for the display of 
our products. The only difficulty Bcoms 
to bo that unless it is artificially lighted 
the visitors will not be able to get a good 
view of tho display. It is proposed to 
make the dome of the model of oranges 
and lemons, and it 1ms been suggested 
that for the steps Fresno county granite 
be used. 
After raisins the commission wants 


dried fruits of till kinds, not having 
nearly enough of this product. A more 
general interest should bo shown by the 
growers, and nil who have dried fruit 
should contribute a little. Sheavea of 
grain, palms and pampas plumes arc in 
demand for decoration purposes. 


A first class display of Fresno county 


wines should not bo omitted, und our 
sweet wines should lie given special 
prominence. No better oherrios, port, 
Muscat and angelica are mudo any- 
where in the state than here, and' tho 
exhibit would bo incomplete without a 
fine display of wines. Oilier things re- 
quired are samples of wool, mineral 
specimens, silk, etc. 


The financial question will soon have 


to bo considered by the commission. 
Tho 2000 square feet of space will cost 
$3500, and 
considerable more will bo 


needed to defray the expense of freight,

Since 
that, time all governments have estab- 
lished legal weights and measures and 
no inconvenience is felt by any CHIC from 


lack of knowing what was meant by 


the term pound, ton, yard, etc. 


That there is a demand, for a uniform 


aiid national standard o[ money, like 
weight and measure, is indisputable. 
A fluctuating standard of weight and 
measure is no worse or more injurious 
than a fluctuating money standard. Of 
course, all arc one as to the desirabili- 
ty of a firm money standard, but the 
questions will be asked by many: "la 
it possible to attain it?" 
Will it he as 


easy to establish?" I will admit that 
the battle to get it will be harder, be- 
cause our fluctuating standard opens n 
profitable field for tho "Simon sorcerer" 
to shave the public. This, of course, 
will leave n motive with such to oppose 
it; but when the public once slops to 
think, and realb-eu what is its right in ' 
tlie matter, the opposition will be found 
quite insignificant, as more than nine- 
tenths of the people are interested in 
having a solid standard of money. 


In order that the many queries that 


will arise in the mind about this- matter 
may be anmered briefly, you should 
base all innmry from the standpoint that 
no valuu (inherent) shall exist in the 
currency. This will enable youtonium 
over tho main bridge in eccking (he 
philoHOjihv of tho theory. The theory 
that, we "want is that money is to be 
mode for man, not man for money—UH 
is now practiced, mid which fills our 
people with ideas such as "that war ami 
pestilence are blessings to kill of people 
in order that there may be more gold 
and silver for the living.1' It seems that 
many actually thinkthat there is no 
good" in food and clothing in them- 
selves and that if gokl failed uswc would 
starve and freeze, even if we had enough 
food to bridge tho ocean. These ideas 
must yield place to the purpose of estab- 
lishing exbange on an equitable basis of 
the needs of life ami comfort. 


While there are many who can under- 


stand our relation in exchange to other 
nations, yet so much is eaid to confuse 
tho mind, I think best to give it a brief 
notice from the stand of the new theory. 
The real truth ot the matter ia that it 
will not make any change whatever in 
the matter, for all exchange with them 
is mere barter anyway; and when we 
buy of them, or sell, we imy no atten- 
tion to coin value, but estimate wholly 
on tho commodily value in the metal. 
It is thus seen that nil this hubbub 
about our relation to other nations is alt 
"bug dust" to blind the eyes of the sim- 
ple-minded. It 13 truo we have now an 
international money system bassd on a 
metal redemption and bond system, but 
its only effect on producers is to corner 
the currency market and make a pool to 
hold up interest with wheat at GO cents 
a bushel. In order to uphold this sys- 
tem tho United States now pays $200,- 
000,000 annual'y in interest, which is 
based on'our credit, and which would be 
saved tc us by providing this money at 
home and basing it on the same wealth.

that I shall be met in this argument in 
the question of what this system will 
provide as a final redemption of this 
issue which lias no intrinsic value, 
should the nation fail to bold together, 
or if it were conquered and plundered 
by other powers, or we should choose to 
abandon civilization and go back to the 
full exercise of the barbarous habit 
of trading one property for another. 
Our answer to this is that we a^e pro- 
posing to not be conquered nor abandon 
civilisation, hut to strengthen ourselves 
against it by this system, creating a mo- 
tive in all classes to keep our •"«**'•*•>
